During  the  School  Year  16,302  ROUTINE  MEDICAL 
INSPECTIONS  were  carried  out  on  pupils  aged  5,  9,  13  and 
16  years  and  also  on  children  attending  the  Nursery  Classes  in 
Schools. 

5,122  children  aged  7 years  had  Vision  and  Hearing  tested. 
A start  has  been  made  with  the  examination  of  vision  of  school 
entrants,  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  this  in  the  coming  year. 
The  total  to  date,  is  384. 

I, 089  children  were  examined  by  the  Medical  Officers  before 
proceeding  to  the  Camp  Schools  and  to  France,  and  666  Home 
Visits  were  paid  by  the  School  Nurses  during  the  year. 

II. 9  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined  at  Routine  Inspec- 
tions were  notified  to  parents  as  requiring  treatment 
(excluding  uncleanliness  and  dental  caries). 

323  children  under  school  age  were  also  examined  at  the. 
various  specialist’s  clinics  and  had  treatment  prescribed. 

The  TWO  SPECIAL  SCHOOLS  for  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped  children;  two  schools  for  the  deaf;  and  two 
Occupational  Centres  for  children  not  suitable  for  the  Special 
Schools,  have  all  been  visited  by  the  Medical  Officers,  and 
periodic  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Specialists. 

The  SPECIALISTS’  SERVICES  of  the  REGIONAL 
HOSPITAL  BOARD  are  detailed  in  the  tables  under  their 
respective  headings  of  “ Eye,”  “Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,” 
“Skin,”  and  “Orthopaedic”  Clinics.  A full  Audiometric 
Service  will  be,  in  operation  next  year. 

The  DENTAL  TREATMENT  of  the  various  age-groups  is

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6.  B.  EYE  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

Eye  Clinics  have  been  carried  out  as  formerly  at  Paisley, 
Greenock,  Port  Glasgow,  Johnstone,  Barrhead,  and  Renfrew, 
with  periodic  visits  to  Sight-Saving  Classes  in  order  to  main- 
tain contact  with  children  there. 

Children  with  pathological  eye  conditions  are  brought  to 
the  Eye  Infirmaries  in  Paisley  or  Greenock  thus  preserving 
the  continuity  of  treatment.  The  liaison  which  has  always 
existed  with  these  hospitals  has  been  further  strengthened  by 
the  provision  of  an  Orthoptic  Clinic  in  each  area.  As  a result 
children  with  squint  have  the  benefit  of  Orthoptic  treatment 
and  similarly,  in  operative  cases,  this  treatment  is  available 
both  before  and  after  surgical  treatment. 

The  co-operation  of  the  great  majority  of  parents  is 
appreciated  and  is  of  considerable  value  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Service,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  a child  who  fails  to 
keep  an  appointment  without  previous  notice  is  depriving 
another  child  of  necessary  attention. 

I have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  of  the  School 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staff.

There  lias  been  no  appreciable  change  in  the  nature  and 
volume  of  work  in  the  E.N.T.  Clinics. 

Full  facilities  have  been  available  for  the  ascertainment  of 
deafness  in  very  young  children  during  the  year. 

The  fact  that  the  post  of  audiometrician  has  now  been 
filled  by  a highly  trained  and  experienced  audiometrician  is 
very  gratifying  and  will  fill  a much  needed  deficiency  in  the 
school  service. 

I would  like  once  more  to  record  my  thanks  and  apprecia- 
tion for  the  help  of  Medical  and  Nursing  Colleagues  and  of 
the  Administrative  Staffs. 


6 C.— SPECIALIST’S  EAR,  NOSE,  AND  THROAT  CLINIC. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

The  amount  of  work  being  done  in  the  Clinic  is  slightly 
less  than  last  year  because  of  illness  of  Staff.  There  are  still 
a good  number  of  patients  suffering  from  the  effects  of 
poliomyelitis  under  care,  but  this  year  no  new  cases  have  been 
referred  for  treatment.  The  vast  majority  of  new  patients  seen 
in  the  Clinic  suffer  from  foot  deformities  usually  of  congenital 
-origin  mostly  of  a minor  nature. 

The  greatest  need  in  the  orthopaedic  service  at  the  moment, 
is  a base  in  Giffnock  or  Clarkston,  to  accommodate  patients 
from  those  areas.  Many  patients  are  referred  from  there  and 
it  is  difficult  to  do  them  justice  on  account  of  the  difficulty 
many  of  them  find  in  making  the  journey  to  Paisley.  This 
request  has  been  made  over  a period  of  years. 


6 D. — Specialist's  Orthopaedic  Clinics. 
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6.  E.  CHIEF  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT. 


Routine  Inspection  and  Treatment  were  carried  out  this 
year  by  the  School  Dental  Officers  on  children  in  the  Age- 
Groups  from  six  to  eleven  years. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  inspected 
and  in  those  requiring  treatment.  The  amount  of  treatment 
carried  out  has  been  limited,  however,  by  the  number  of  School 
Dental  Officers  available. 

The  Mobile  Dental  Units  continue  to  do  good  work  at  the 
outlying  schools  in  the  County. 

Under  the  Provision  of  Dentures  Scheme,  466  children  had 
dentures  inserted. 

Details  of  Orthodontic  Treatment  are  submitted  in  a 
separate  report. 

The  summary  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  will  be- 
found  in  the  following  table  which  has  been  altered  from 
previous  years  on  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Health  for 
Scotland.

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6.  F.  SKIN  SPECIALIST’S  REPORT. 

The  work  of  the  Clinic  at  Brymner  Street,  Greenock,  has 
again  been  essentially  concerned  with  the  problems  of  warts 
in  children  and  there  is  still  no  general  answer  to  this  problem. 
Each  child  must  be  considered  as  a separate  problem  and  the 
warts  removed  by  a method  considered  appropriate  for  the 
individual  concerned. 

The  Clinic  at  the  Russell  Institute,  Paisley,  has  presented 
a much  greater  variety,  and  the  percentage,  of  warts  has  been 
low.  It  has  been  gratifying  to  see  many  cases  with  birth  marks 
as  it  is  considered  that  early  assessment  of  these  lesions  is 
advisable  and  that  much  help  and  reassurance  can  be  given. 
These  children  are  kept  under  observation  for  periods  up  to 
several  years. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  most  willing  help 
of  the  Medical  Nursing  and  Clerical  Staffs.

The  following  is  a synopsis  of  the  facilities  for  the  education 
of  handicapped  children  : — 
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EDUCATION  OF  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN. 


Children  with  Defective  Vision. 

1.  Blind.  Children  who  require  to  be  educated  as  blind' 
persons  are  educated  furth  of  the  county,  the  I rotestant 
children  in  the  Royal  Blind  School,  Edinburgh,  and  the  Roman 
Catholic  children  at  St.  Vincent’s  R.C.  (Tollcross^  School, 
Glasgow.  A few  Roman  Catholic  children  attend  St.  Vincent  s- 
School  as  Day  Pupils. 

2.  Partially  Sighted.  Children  whose  vision  is  so  poor  that 
they  require  to  be,  educated  by  special  methods  are  provided 
for  in  Paisley  at  Sandyford  School  and  in  Greenock  at  Glen- 
burn  School.  Both  these  schools  cater  for  both  Protestant  and 
Roman  Catholic  children. 


Children  with  Defective  Hearing. 

1.  Deaf  and  Partially  Deaf.  Provision  for  children  who  are- 
de,af  is  made  in  Paisley  at  Gateside  School  and  in  Greenock  at 
Garvel  School.  Both  these  schools  cater  for  both  Protestant 
and  Roman  Catholic  children.  In  addition,  children  are- 
educated  outwith  the  county,  either  as  residential  or  day 
pupils,  in  Glasgow  School  for  the  Deaf  or  St.  Vincent’s  R.C. 
(Tollcross)  School,  Glasgow. 

2.  Lip  Reading.  Facilities  for  tuition  in  lip  reading  are 
provided  after  normal  school  hours  for  pupils  of  ordinary 
schools  whom  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  considers 
might  benefit  from  such  instruction.  Classes  are  formed  at 
both  Paisley  and  Greenock. 

3.  Nursery  Age  Children.  There,  are  no  nursery  classes  as- 
such  in  the  county  for  children  under  five  years  of  age- 
suffering  from  a hearing  defect.  Provision  is  made  for  such 
children  following  a recommendation  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  Specialist,  in  both  Gateside  School  in  Paisley  and 
Garvel  School  in  Greenock. 

Physically  Handicapped  Children. 

1.  General.  Children  who  suffer  from  a physical  handicap 
other  than  those  coming  within  categories  A and  B are 
educated  in  the  Physically  Handicaped  Departments  of  Sandy- 
ford School,  Paisley,  and  Glenburn  School,  Greenock. 
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2.  Spastic  Children.  In  certain  cases,  spastic  children 
attend  the  Physically  Handicaped  Department  of  Sandyford 
and  Glenburn  Schools.  In  addition,  serious  cases  are  provided 
lor  at  Scotscraig  School  for1  Spastics,  Paisley,  either  as  day  or 
residential  pupils. 

3.  Hospital  Tuition.  Tuition  was  provided  for  children  in 
Johnstone  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  who  were  resident  for 
a fairly  lengthy  period.  Provision  was  also  made,  as  and  when 
necessary,  for  a number  of  children  at  Bridge  of  Weir  Hospital, 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Paisley,  and  the  Royal  Alexandra 
Infirmary,  Paisley. 

4.  Home  Tuition.  Children  who  suffer  from  a handicap 
such  as  to  make  them  unable  to  attend1  school  are,  taking  into 
consideration  the  nature  of  the  handicap  and  the  suitability 
of  other  factors,  provided  with  home  tutors.  Depending  on 
their  educational  requirements,  such  children  are  given  from 
one  to  six  hours*  instruction  per  week,  either  by  part-time 
teachers  during  the  day  or  by  full-time  teachers  alter  normal 
school  hours. 

14  children  received  Home  Tuition  during  the  session. 

Epileptic  Children. 

Children  who  suffer  from  severe  or  frequent  seizures  are 
provided  for  at  the  Colony  Annexe,  The  William  Quarrier  J.S. 
School,  Bridge  of  Weir.  Admission  to  the  Colony  Annexe, 
which  is  the  only  school  making  specific  provision  for  epileptic 
-children  in  Scotland,  is  restricted  to  children  who  are  resident 
in  the  Colony  for  Epileptics.  It  is  proposed  to  build  a new 
school  for  Epileptics.  Other  children  who  suffer  from  less 
severe  epilepsy  attend  Sandyford  School,  Paisley,  and  Glen- 
burn School,  Greenock. 

Children  with  Defective  Speech. 

Speech  Therapy  is  provided  for  children  suffering  from  a 
speech  defect  at  31  centres  in  the  area. 

Maladjusted  Children. 

There  are  no  residential  schools  or  clinics  in  the  area  for 
maladjusted  children,  but  advantage  is  taken  of  clinics  and 
schools  outwith  the  county.  Children  who  do  not  require 
residential  treatment  are  provided  for  at  11  Child  Guidance 
•Clinics  operating  in  various!  parts  of  the  county. 
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Mentally  Handicapped  Children. 

1.  Special  Schools.  Facilities  are  provided  for  children 
suffering  from  a mental  handicap,  but  who  are  educable,  m 
the  Mentally  Handicaped  Department  of  Sandyford  School, 
Paisley,  and  Glenburn  School,  Greenock. 


2.  Occupational  Centres.  Children  who  would  be  unable  to 
profit  from  education  in  the  Mentally  Handicapped  Depart- 
ment of  a Special  School  receive  training  in  social  and  personal 
conduct  at  Kersland  Occupational  Centre  in  Paisley  and 
Auchmead  Occupational  Centre  in  Greenock.  Auchmead 
Occupational  Centre,  which  was  opened  in  1956,  was  the  first 
building  in  Scotland  to  be  designed  and  built  exclusively  as 
an  Occupational  Centre, 

Future  Provision. 

As  well  as  the  provision  of  a new  School  for  Epileptics, 
the  two  Special  Schools  and  Kersland  Occupation  Centre  are 
scheduled  for  replacement. 

Establishments  not  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Authority. 

Some  handicapped  children  require  special  educational 
treatment  under  residential  conditions.  Establishments  not 
coming  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  are  used  to 
provide  for  such  treatment. 
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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  EDUCATIONAL 
PSYCHOLOGIST. 

The  establishment  of  the  Psychological  Service  consists  of 
a principal  educational  psychologist,  two  assistant  educational 
psychologists,  and  seven  speech  therapists. 

Psychological  and  educational  work  was  undertaken  in 
nine  clinics  situated  in  Paisley,  Greenock,  Giffnock,  Clarkston, 
Barrhead,  and  Port  Glasgow,  while  speech  therapy  was  pro- 
vided at  thirty-one  centres,  including  Sandyford  School  and 
Glenburn  School. 

The  function  of  the  Psychological  Service  is  to  study 
handicapped,  retarded,  and  difficult  children;  to  advise  parents 
and  teachers  as  to  proper  methods  of  education  and  training; 
and  in  suitable  cases  to  provide  educational  and  psychological 
treatment  for  such  children  in  clinics.  The  psychologist  is 
concerned  with  the  mental  and  educational  testing  of  retarded 
children  and  problem  children,  with  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  learning  disability,  emotional  maladjustment  and  behaviour 
disorder.  Treatment,  which  is  individual,  consists  of  re- 
education, remedial  teaching  and  character  training. 

During  session  1961,  1,767  children  were  referred.  Of  these 
995  were  reported  on  account  of  educational  retardation,  35 
because  of  habit  disorders,  154  suffered  from  personality 
maladjustments,  and  106  exhibited  anti-social  tendencies. 
Many  presented  more  than  one  problem.  In  addition  116  were 
referred  by  the  Scottish  Council  for  Research  in  Education  for 
research  purposes.  772  children  were  reported  on  account  of 
speech  defects.  280  children  received  educational  and  psycho- 
logical treatment  and  speech  therapy  was  provided  for  772 
children. 

The  most  outstanding  problem  in  school  concerns  the  educa- 
tion of  the  dull  child,  that  is,  the  pupil  who  is  not  of  such 
limited  intelligence  that  he  requires  to  be  transferred  to  Special 
Classes  but  who  cannot  maintain  the  leved  of  educational 
attainment  reached  by  his  contemporaries.  Group  teaching  in 
large  classes  has  little  to  offer  the  pupil  of  less  than  average 
ability  who  is  so  ignorant  of  the  rudiments  of  reading  and 
number  that  he  is  almost  illiterate.  Such  children  require 
individual  attention  in  small  teaching  units  in  which  adjust- 
ment is  made  to  individual  differences.  For  this  reason  Adjust- 
ment Classes,  which  pupils  attend  for  a short  period  on  three 
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•or  four  days  per  week  for  special  coaching  in  the  basic  subjects, 
have  been  instituted  in  some  schools  throughout  the  county . 
During  the  session  1,139  children  were  taught  in  such  classes 
in  twenty-five  schools. 

Children  who  suffer  from  a specific  disability  in  number,  or 
who  have  failed  to  discriminate  word  patterns,  are  treated  in 
the  educational  clinic.  Such  treatment  has  proved  to  be  of 
therapeutic  value,  especially  in  cases  in  which  an  underlying 
maladjustment  of  personality  is  the  cause  of  the  learning  block. 

144  pupils  who  by  reason  of  limited  mental  capacity  were 
incapable  of  making  progress  in  ordinary  classes  were  referred 
for  medical  examination  in  order  to  ascertain  their  suitability 
for  transfer  to  Special  Classes  or  to  Occupational  Centres.  To 
•ensure  as  accurate  an  estimate  as  possible  of  intellectual 
capacity  and  educational  attainment  these  children  were  tested 
twice,  while  some  were  examined  on  at  least  three  occcasions. 

The  help  and  close  co-operation  of  Dr.  J.  Morag  MacArthur 
•and  of  other  Medical  Officers  attached  to  the  School  Medical 
Service  has  been  invaluable.
